men whose only desire is to secure the 
epolls? 


Would Mr. Miller if elected mayor be 


likely to fall Into Mayor Courtney's plans 
of reform. 


The general opinion is, that he and his 


followers would oppose the reforms which 
Mayor Courtney has inaugurated through 
the financial commission. 


But even they should not, is it likely 


that Mr. Miller would push those reforms 
as successfully as would the man with 
whom they originated? 


Were the Millerites placed in control 


they would not accept the recommend- 
ations of the commission, but would go to 
the legislature for a new charter of their 
own construciion and they would get it, 
too. 


An A. Y. A, administration is not likely 


to be refused its demands when it goes 
knocking at the doors of an A.P.A. legis- 
lature. 


There was an illustration of this in case 


of the gerrymander last year that should 
convince everybody of the readiness of 
the legislature to play fast and loose with 
the rights of tho people in order to secure 
republican supremacy. 


The people of Lowell may expect an- 


other onslaught on their rights if they 
place at city hall a band of Intolerant 
fanatics, such as the majority of Mr. Mil- 
ler's supporters are known to be, because 
a recommendation coming from the city 
council is likely to have great weight with 
the legislature and to prevent the sub- 
mission of any charter changes of the 
people.
